“A large proportion of the exports 
of this country has been consigned to 
neutral ports, and according to evi- 
dence in our possession, has been 
transmitted from them to a belliger- 
ent country. As you are aware, the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
in 1863, considered vessels as carry- 
ing contraband, although ealling from 
one neutral port to another, if the 
goods concerned were destined to be 
transported by land or sea from the 
neutral port of landing inte enemy 
territory. 

“It then decided that charac- 
ter of the goods its dete by 
their ultimate and not to their tmme- 
diate destination and this doctrine 
was at the time acquiesced in by 
Great Britain. though her. own trade 
was the chief sufferer. 

“On the other hand, the neutral

“But it ts, of course, essential in 
the interests of free and undisturbed 
trade between neutrals, that every se- 
curity possible should be provided in 
order to enable belligerents to form 
speedy and sure judgment as to the 
neutral destination of goods which 
may be used for peaceful or warlike 


rposes.

changed their flag was continuously 
American. As yet there has been no 
test case of a change from German to 
American registry where a transfer 
from a German company to an Ameri- 
can concern was involved. There have 
been several such transfera, but in 
such case it is understood British Con- 
suls have been satisfied that the trans- 
fer was of a bona fide character and 
have not recommended that the ves- 
sels be brought before a prize court. 

The attitude of the British govern-

Indian Board Makes Serious 
Array of Charges. 
“Swindled by Government on 

UDnratiſted Treaties.” 


Appeals to Secretary Lane, 


| Due Here Tomorrow, 


To Secretary of the Interior Franklin 
K. Lane, who is due in this city tomor- 
row, a special committee of the recent- 
ly-incorporated Indian Board of Co-op- 
eration of California has addressed a 
letter, urging that the Federal govern- 
ment keep faith with the aboriginal 
remnants tn this State, and, further, 
provide adequately for their educa- 
tion. 

This letter sets out that there are 
over 14,000 non-reservation Indians 
in the State, the remainder, about 
5400, being kept on reservations in 


Northern and Southern California. 
About 4000 of them are of school age, 
between 6 and 17 years; 500 are from 
17 to 21 years of age. The report of 
the Commissioners of the Indian Bu- 
reau shows that 1469 are enrolled in 
government, private and public 


schools 


As far back as 1851, according to 
the committee, a United States com- 
mission secured the signatures of 400 
Indian chiefa, representing 150 bandas, 
nearly al) in California, to a series of 
treaties. The United States Senate 
failed to ratify them, and.the govern- 
ment regards them as inoperative. 

By the terms of those treaties, the 
Indians to cede their rights in 
land to the ernment, to accept the 
sovereignty of the United to 
keep the peace and to accept certain 
reservations, eighteen in number, ag- 
gregating about 56,500,000 acres, the 
letter states. 
The government, in return, agreed 
to pay the Indians certain sums in 
goods, amounting to $2,500,000, to re- 
serve in perpetuity, for the Indians 


tions, specified in those treaties, and, 
in addition, to provide as many 
schools and instructors as were needed 
by the Indians, and to keep them 
open as long as necessary. F 

The Indian Board of Co-operation’s 
committee, in 1! 
Lane, makes 
“The Senate failed to ratify these 
treaties, and the government, there- 
fore, quite properly considered them 
inoperative. However, strange as it 
may seem, proceedings under them 
have been conducted by the govern- 
ment exactly as if they were deemed 
in full force and effect, tn so far as 
the Indians were to become objigated 
thereunder, but have disposed of all 
the lands set apart as reservations 


passage of the In- 
dian Allotment Act in 1887, it was im- 
possible for an Indian to acquire land 
in California from the public domain. 
The relief came too late to save the 
Indians’ rights from the greed of the 
white settlers, backed by the 
visions of the homestead laws. te- 
tions of Indians from lands they fully 
believed theirs under the treaties they 
had signed with the government in 
1851 became quite general until, 
when relief came, it was too late. 
Out of the 210,000 of the earlier 
days but a miserable remnant of 20.

The Indian Board of Co-operation, 
continuing in its letter, outlines a 
plan whereby, with Federal, State and 
county aid, California's neglected In- 
dian population may be given educa- 
fonal facilities.

It will 
require the construction of new 


schoolhouses for those who live too] in

DRY COUNTIES OF OHIO 
DECREASE IN POPULATION 


The United States census abstract 
for 1910 and the Anti-Saloon League 
year book for 1914, publish maps of 
Ohio which bear a rather striking 
resemblance. The map in the census 
report shows in white the counties 
which decreased in population be- 
tween 1900 and 1910. The Anti- 
Saloon Leagues map shows in white 
the dry counties of the State. It 
you will place these maps side by 
side, you will be impressed by their 


similarity. 
The State of Ohio increased in pop- 
ulation 609,576 in that ten-year 


period. The increase in forty-nine 
counties amounted to 677,170, but 
there were thirty-nine counties in the 
State which had a total decrease of 
67,594 in population, showing the net 
increase as above stated, 609,576. 
There were elghty-two cities in the 
State with a total of 2,467,054 or 61.8 
per cent. of the total population of 
the State. There were fifteen cities 
of more than 25,000 population each, 
and these fifteen cities gained 477,945 
in population, leaving 131,631 as the 
gain for the remainder of the State. 
Of the thirty-nine counties which lost 
67.594 population, twenty-nine of 
them @y and ten are wet. 
These dry counties that lost in pop- 
ulation, were Adams, Brown, Carroll, 


Geauga, Greene, Hancock, Hardin, 
Harrison, Highland, Holmes, Jackson, 
Logan, Madison, Meigs.

Forest Fire Season Sees Less than 
Nair Last Year's Acreage Burned 
Over in Angeles Reserve. 

The fire season in the Angeles Na- 
tional Reserve is practically over and 


of stock. The reports show that dur- 
ing the season there have been 136 
fires, of which eighty were started by 
campers, twenty-one had an unknown 
origin, seven were started by pessing 
trains on railroads, four by lightning 


and six from forest clearing. 

The utility of the new rule of issu- 
ing camp fire permits is indicated by 
the fact that, of the eighty fires 
charged to campers, but few came 
from leaving the fire un tected, but 
started when thoughtless campers 
threw lighted cigars and cigarettes 
the dry weeds and brush. 

The number of fires last year was 
132, burning over $126 acres of brush 
and 2113 acres of timber land. Dur- 
ing the season about closed this year 
the number of brush acres burned 
over was 3133, and of timber, 249 
acres. This Indicates that the meas- 
ures taken by Supervisor Chariton 
and the forest ra rs to minimize 
the loss and danger forest fires are 
bearing fruit.
